“Truth is strange—stranger than fiction,” 
In the winter of 1825, Lieutenant G——, 
of the United States Navy, with his beauti- 
ful wife (the must lovely female my eyes 
ever beheld) and infant child, embarked in 
a packet at Norfolk bound to South Caroli- 
na. “Tis true the weather was extremely 
cold, but as the wind was favourable, this 
mode of getting to their friends was not con- 
sidered more hazardous, than the same trip 
by stages through the swamps and sands of 
the Carolinas.

For 
the first day and ftight after their departure, 
the wind continued fair, and the weather 
clear; but on the evening of the second day, 
they being in. sight of the coast of North 
Carolina, a severe gale sprung up from the 
northward and eastward, and toward mid- 
night the Captain judging himself much 
farther from the land than he really was, and 
dreading the gulf stream, hauled in for the 
coast, but with the intention, it is presumed, 
of laying to when he supposed bimself clear- 
ed of the Gulf. Lieut. G— did not ap- 
prove of the Captain’s determination to 
stand in for land, and the result proved that 
his objections were well founded; for about 
4, A. M. the vessel grounded. Vain would 
it he to attempt a description of the horror 
which was depicted in every countenance 
when the awful shock, occasioned by the 
striking of the vessel’s bottom, was first expe- 
nence. The terrors of such a situation can 
be known only to those who have themselves 
been ship-wrecked. None others can have 
a tolerable idea of what passed in the minds 
of the wretched crew as they gazed with 
vacant horror on the threatening elements, 
and felt that their frail bark must soon, per- 
haps the next thump, be dashed to pieces, 
and they left at the mercy of the billows, with 
not even a ‘‘plank betwven themselves and 
etermty!”” First comes the thumping of the 
vessel—next the breaking of the raging 
surge over her sides—then the receding for 
an instant of the waves causing the vessel to 
careen on her bean ends—and lastly, the 
crashing of the spars and tunbers by the re- 
turning rollers—the whole exhibiting a scene 
of confusion and horror of which the most 
vivid language could afford but a cold and 
faint picture. But awful as this is, cheerless 
as are the ship-wrecked sailor's prospects, 
| what are Ais feelings compared to the agony 





of a fond husband and father, who clasps 
in a last embrace his little world, his beloved 
wife and child! 

Although conscious of the hopelessness of 
his situation—that to remain by the vessel 
was death! and to seek the shore which, now 
that the day began to dawn, had become 
visible, was scarcely less perilous; still every 
feeling of his noble nature prompted him to 
action. My friend was a seaman, and a 
brave one; accustomed to danger, and quick 
in se1zing upon every means of rescaing the 
unfortunate. But now, who were the unfor- 
tunate that called upon him for rescue? who 
where they whose screams where heard 
louder than the roaring elements, imploring 
that aid which no human power could afford 
them? His wife and child! O! heart rending 
agony! But why attempt to describe what 
few can imagine? The subject is too ap- 
paling to admit of amplification. In a word, 
then the only boat which could be got at 
was manned by two gallant tars— Mrs, G— 
and child, and its nurse, were lifted into it 
— it was the thought of desperation! The 
freight was already too much. Mr. G— saw 
this, and new that the addition of himself 
would diminish the chances of the boat 
reaching the shore in safety; and much as 
he deplored the necessity—horrible as was 
the alternative—he himself gave the order. 
“Push off, and make for the land my _ brave 
lads!"—the last words which ever passed 
his lips! The order was obeyed; but ere 
the little boat had proceeded fifty yards, 
(about half the distance to the beach) it was 
struck on the quarter by a roller, capsized, 
and boat, passengers, and all, enveloped, for 
a time, in the angry surge! ‘The wretched 
husbatid saw but too distinctly what seemed 
to be the destruction ofall that he held dear! 
But here alas! and forever, were shut out 
from him all sublunary prospects! He fell 
upon the deck powerless—senseless!—a 
corpse! the victim of a sublime sensibility! 
But what became of the unhappy wife and 
child? ‘The answer shall be brief. Mrs. 
G— was borne through the breakers to the 
shore, by one of the brave sailors: the nurse 
was thrown upon the beach, with the drown- 
ed infant grasped in her arms. The nurse 
survived. Mrs. G— was taken toa hut 
senseless—continued delirious many days, 
but finally recovered hei senses, and with 
them a consciousness of the awful catastrophe 
which ina moment made her a child/ess 
widow.

It will be recollected that, some months ago, 
a paragraph appeared in the columns of one of 
out contemporaries, stating that an Hon. Capt.

West was, some 
time ago, a prisoner in the Calton-hill Gaol, at 
the instance of several tradesmen in Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne whom he had defrauded; and upon 
being liberated, he burst upon the shopkeepers 
‘of this town, a perfect metoor-of fashion.. He 
represented himself as a scion of the Delaware 
family, and talked incessantly of his arrange- 
ments for his African journey.

Our 
regular files having been sent by the Man- 
CHESTER, which sailed in company, we have 
taken our extracts from the New Yorx 
evening papers. Both in and out of parlia- 
ment, the Caruoric Question seems to have 
swallowed up all other topics, and the agi- 
tation of the community seems to have been 
extreme. Nothing appears to have yet 
transpired, from any source to be relied on, 
respecting the precise nature of the bill.— 
In the House of Commons, on the 27th of 
February, the Chancellor of ghe Exchequer 
gave notice that the proposition would be 
brought forward on the 5th of March. Mr. 
PEEL, as was to be expected, fe'ed at the 
Oxford election, Sir Rosert [No is having 
been chosen by a majdrity of 755 to 609. 
Sir Manassen M. Lorez has resigned his 
seat for the borough of Wersrsavry, in order 
to make room for the Secretary—* but a 
step,” says tho Mornixo Journat, “ from 
the sublime to the ridiculous.”’ In the 
HIouse of Lords, on the 23d of February, 
the Duke of Crarence, the heir presump- 
tive, declared himself in favour of conces- 
sion, and denounced the course heretofore 
pursued by its opponents as unjust and in- 
famous. ‘The debate which ensued, from 
the part taken by the royal brothers, may be 
called one of the most singular recorded iu 
in the annals of the House. 


The Duke of Cumberland expressed his asto- 
nithment at hearing the words ‘ unjust and in- 
famous”’ applied to the conduct of himself and 
those who, with him, felt it their duty to oppose 
his Majesty’s Ministers in this instance. He 
conscientiously opposed these measures, but he 
put it to his goble relative, and to the house, 
whether in so doing he had acted basely or in- 
famously. 

The Duke of Sussex said, that his illustrious 
relative who had just sat down, had taken the 
expression employed by his other noble brother, 
not in the sense in which it had been meant. In 
his opinion it was merely applied to the general 
outcry which had been raised against the Ad- 
ministration on this question. If his illustrious 
relative chose to take the expression to himself 
it was an affair of taste with him to do so. It 
should not be forgotten, that but a few evenings 
ago it had been stated in that house that the 
question was, whether this was to be any longer 
a Popish ora Protestant Parliament. ‘hat was 
a most unconstitutional and unfair way of put- 
ting the question, and of endeavouring to influ- 
ence the public mind. 

The Duke of Clarence said, that he had cer- 
tainly used the words ‘‘ infamous and base,’’ nor 
would he retract them. But he would deny 
that these words were applied, or ever could be 
applied, to his noble relative opposite. Indeed, 
he could not help suspecting that his illustrious 
relative had been so long abroad that he had al. 
most forgot the freedom of debate. [A laugh, 
and cries of ‘‘ hear.’’] 

The Earl of Epon expressed his occurrence 
with the Duke of Cumberland in his hostility to 
the Catholic claims, but said that the Duke of 
Wellington should find him a generous enemy. 
His conduct had not deserved to be stigmatised 
as factious. 

Earl Gray said it was factions to state m that 
house, that the Sovercign would forfeit his dia- 
demif he should consent to this measure. He 
complimented the Duke of Clarence on having 
delivered an opinion that did him so much ho- 
nour, with a patriotic zeal for the interests of 
the country, and with an effeet that must be fol- 
lowed by important consequences throughout 
the empire. 

The Duke of We.urincGron said that he 
would never consider the noble Earl (Eldon) in 
any sense an enemy, but always as a friend.

The correspondent of the Stn, a paper 
warmly advocating the Catnoutc cause, 
says that, had the clection at Oxrorp beeg 
prolonged another day, the majority against 
Mr. Peru would have been greatly increased, 
and that “ the neighbours of his fither, Sir 
Rornert Pret, in Drayrox, Srarrorp- 
SHIRE, came to poll against him, armed with 
even psrental sanction for their act.’” Vo- 
ters hurried from France and IreLaNp. 


The Bill for the suppression of Dangerous 
Associations, was read the third time in the 
House of Lords on the 24th Feb. and passed. It 
passed the House of Commons on the 17th. _ 

Sir Robert Inglis has been returned to Parlia- 
ment as a member from Oxford, in opposition to 
the Right Hon. Robert Peel, one of his Majes- 
ty’s Secretaries of State, by a majority of 755 to 
609. This is in consequence of the change in 
Mr. P.’s views on the subject of Catholic Eman- 
cipation. So warm was the election on that 
ground, that the neighbours of Sir Robert Peel, 
(the father of the Cabinet Minister) voted 
aginst Mr. Secretary Peel, by request of Sir 
Robert, and the clergy and other strong perso- 
nal friends of the Secretary voted against him, 
expressing their confidence in his integrity, but 
considering him under the irresistible influence 
of the Duke of Wellington and a majority of 
the Ministry. The result of this election, it was 
thought, would have an effect on the provisions 
of the bill to be introduced for removing the 
Roman Catholic disabilities. The Morning 
Herald of March 2, states that Mr. Peel is to be 
returned from the borough of Westbury, in the 
place of Sir Manasseh Masseh Lapez, resigned. 

{[t was rumoured that Mr. Huskisson was to 
be replaced in the cabinet. It is also affirmed that 
Sir Nicholas Conyngham Tyndal is to be Attor- 
ney-General. The Marquis of Douro has been 
elected for Aldborough. Sir Wm@Clinton has 
resigned the borough of Newark-in-Trent. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer in answer to 
&@ question put to him by Lord John Russell in 
the House of Commons on the 27th Februaey, 
stated, that it was, the intention of some one 
member of his Majesty’s Government to make 
an explanation, o@ the fifth of March, of the na- 
ture of the measure which his Majest’y Govern- 
ment had in contemplation with respect to the 
removal of the Catholic disabilities. 

The Duke of Cumberland and the Earl of 
Eldon, as we already know, are opposed to the 
Emancipation, as well ag, it is said, the body of 
the people: the vote at the University of Oxford, 
has shown the feelings of that College on the 
question. The Duke of Clarence is in favor of 
the measure, and has déclared that he has 
maintained the same opinion for twenty years, 
and that it is absolutely necessary to avert con- 
fusion and civil war; on his side are arranged the 
Duke of Sussex and Gloucester; the Duke of 
Wellington is decided in the cause, and Minis- 
ters are said to have an overwhelming ma- 
jority in the House of Commons. ; 

A great ferment prevailed on the subject. It is 
said the Duke of Cumberland, the Earl of Eldon, 
and many others, were endeavuring to induce the 
King to withdraw his support from the Minis- 
ters. 

Upto March 1, more than six hundred peti- 
tions had been presented against Popery, anil 
the Catholic Claims. That from Dublin is said 
to have contained 641,000 names (incredible )}— 
that from Kent 81,400—<‘hat from Dovonshire 
25,800—that from Bristol and vicinity 38,000, 
&e. Ke. 

The Clare election petition was to have come 
on before a committee of the House of Com- 
mons on 5th March. Counsel for the petitioners 
Messrs. Doherty, Harrison and Adams; for 
Mr. O’Connell, Messrs. Lynch, Alderson and 
Law. 

Mr. O'Connell, it is said, will go to Calais to 
avoid a call of the house. A reconciliation has 
taken place between him and the English Catho- 
lics. [This is a queer way for the Counsellor 
to redeem his pledge that he would go boldly 
into the house, and sit and vote, in the very 
teeth of the government. ] 

A Liverpool paper, of March 3 says:—‘*There 
is certainly no question which has roused into 
such surprising activity the whole mass of the 
aristocracy and clergy, or put.the Court and 
parliament into so great a ferment, within the 
memory of man, as that momentous question 
with regard to the emancipation of the Catho- 
lics, which is now brought before the Legis- 
lature by the King and his ministers. Preju- 
dice and bigotry have sounded the tocsin of 
alarm ‘‘through all our coasts,’’ and though there 
is no comparison between the talents and states- 
men like the characters ranged on the two 
sides, the difference is by no means so great 
in point of numbers, while in zeal and energy the 
alarmed Anti-Catholics far surpass the friends 
of emancipation.” 

Catholic Association.—The Liverpool Times 
of the 3d, contains an Address from the Catho- 
lic Association to the people of England, dated 
Dublin, 12th Feb. which says, ‘*We have this 
day determined upon dissolving the Catholic 
Association, &c. 

Death of Pope Leo XII—A Vienna date of 
Feb. 15, says, ‘‘The melancholy news of the 
death of his Holiness, Pope Leo the 12, was 
received here to-day. As the Papal dignity is 
only elective, there will not be any court mourn- 
ing. It is supposed that either Cardinal Jus- 
tiniani, who is supported by Austria, or Cardinal 
Macchi, who is supported by France, will be the 
new Pope. The election was expected to take 
place on the 23d Feb. 

The subscriptions for rebuilding York Mins- 
ter, amounted to upwards of £11,000, and were 
increasing. 

The John Bull of March 1st says, ‘‘the present 
state of the Spitalfield weavers by far exveeds 
any former extremity of a similar nature, in 
depth and extent of distress.’’ ;

From France.—The Moniteur of Feb. 25, 
saye:—‘‘Capt. Dillon, commander of an English 
ship, has proved to the satisfaction of this go- 
vernment, that he is entitled to the rew ard for the 
discovery of the shipw reck of the La Perouse. 

The King, by an ordmance of the 22 instant, 
conferred on this foreigner the dignity of knight 
of the royal order of the Legion of Honour; and 
his Majesty, by a decision of the same day, con- 
formable to a decree of 28th February, 1791, 
has, besides, granted to Captain Dillon an indem- 
nity of 10,000f. for personal expenses during the 
yovage, and an annual pension of 4,000f. 

In his second voyage to the Mannicolo islands, 
Captain Dillon was accompanied by one French- 
man, M. Cheignesu, ex-consular agert of 
France, who was at Chandernager when the cap- 
tain sailed, and offered to accompany him on his 
perilous expedition. The King has rewarded M. 
Cheignesu by creating him a knight of the Le- 
gion of Honour.” : 

“(A journal,’’ says the Moniteur of the same 
date, ‘‘ among a series of facts completely erro- 
neous, which we iminediately contradicted, bad 
stated that the army in the Morea was to be in- 
creased to 25,000 men.--Another journal observes 
to-dav, that our article does not apply to this as- 
sertion, whence it infers that itis true. Weare 
formally authorised to contradict this statement, 
as well as all the rest.’ 

Gen. Maison had been appointed a Marshal of 
France for his services in the Morea—the Greek 
towns were said to be rising from their ruins— 
Gen. Saldanha had been permitted to reside with 
the Portuguese refugees at Brest. 

The articles of impeachment against Mr. de 
Villele had been withdrawn from the French 
Chamber of Deputies. 

Politics of High luportanee.—The Constitu- 
tionnel of February 25, says:—‘‘ We are assured 
that an offensive and defensive alliance between 
Russia and Prussia is definitely concluded; it is 
added that another Great Power solicited to 
maintain an armed neutrality of 100,000 men, 
had succeeded to this proposition. It is also re- 
ported that the army of the Morea, under the 
command of Marshal Maison, is to be increas- 
ed to 25,000. This display of strength may ena- 
ble him to restore Greece to her ancient limits, 
comprehending Attica, Bootia, Thessaly and 
Epirus. This news may eerve to explain to us 
the irascible tone of Great Britain against what 
they call Russia and her adherents. That might 
still give us the tone of the military movements 
which are now going on in Piedmont. [The lat- 
ter part of this story is contradicted by the Mo- 
niteur. 

It is stated in the French papers, that the re- 
ports of the fortune of the Earl of Bridgewater, 
as well as of his testamentary bequests, have 
beee singularly exaggerated. He is said to have 
left his secretary 25,000/ a vear. 

Russta anp Turkey.—It does not appear 
that either Prussia, Austria, England or France, 
singly or united, can effect peace between Rus- 
sia and Turkey. With respect to the Allies, 
Lord Aberdeen, Prince Polignac, and Prince 
Lieven signed, on the 16th November, a docu- 
ment confining the Republic of Greece to the 
Morea and the Cylades. Russia has left about 
twenty-five thousand men to the South of the 
Danube, of which twelve thousand are shut up 
in Varna, and the remainder have to contend 
with about 50,000 of the best Turkish troops 
still in the field, and which in spite of the wea- 
ther continue their harassing attacks and de- 
monstrations, 

The Messager des Chambres of Feb. 25th 
says:—‘* None of the German Journals which 
we have geen to-day say a word of the Theatre 
of War, or of what is passing in the East. The 
Augsburgh Gazette, in expectation of the news 
which the first post from Constantinople will 
bring, appears to have exhausted the mine of 
reasoning commentaries and conjectures which 
it usually works. The Austrian Observer is dumb. 
—The Prussian State Gazette speaks only of 
schools at St. Petersburgh. Another Berlin Ga- 
zette repeats the last Russian Bulletins which 
have been already published. 

The Allgemeine Zeitung of the 21st Feb. states 
that official notice had been received at Warsaw, 
that the Emperor Nicholas would arrive there 
in the month of May to open the Polish Diet in 
person. 

Letters from Bucharest of the 2d February an- 
nounce that Tournoul was vigorously bombard- 
ed, and that Count Langeron daily looked for 
the surrender ofthe place with the greatest con- 
fidence, as the Turks at Nicopoli could not easi- 
ly come to its relief. 

Count Pahlen, after ashort stay at Jassy, had 
returned to Bucharest. In consequence of the 
severe cold the sanitary state of Bucharest and 
the country had greatly improved. 

In Little Wallachia, fresh Russian troops are 
continually arriving. On the other hand, the 
Turks are not idle: they are busily engaged in 
strengthening their fortresses on the Danube, 
and we expect soon to hear of important opera- 
tions on both sides. According to all appear- 
ances, the Russians will attempt a diversion in 
Servia. The great obstacle to this operation is 
Widdin, for this is the residence of the most fa- 
natic Mussulmen; 2,000 Turkish emigrants from 
the Morea have lately arrived at Gittoglia. They 
are in the greatest misery. 

Russia insists on her original terms, viz: The 
freedom of the Black Sea; the observance of 
treaties by the Porte, and compensation for her 
expenses. 

The Austrian authorities begin to show less ill 
will towards the Russians, and the Government 
has permitted the exportation of 20,000 chet- 
werts of oats, which have already passed the 
frontiers of Moldavia, but which have been, 
truly, very dearly paid for. 

The idea that the Russians, at the opening of 
their second campaign, will enter Servia, is every 
day more confirmed. A bridge of boats, it is 
said, is to be formed above Widdin. The Turks 
are also assembling on that side some considera- 
ble forces, which some say amount to 50,000.— 
By following that plan, the Russians might turn 
the detiles of Shumla and the Balkan, of which 
they have extreme fear, and which the Turks 
consider as impregnable. 

Vienna, Feb. 16.—M. Boise le Comte, secre- 
tary of the French legation, arrived here yester- 
day from Paris, and brought with him the speech 
of the king of England on the opening of the 
session. This speech has strengthened the per- 
suasion that the peace of Europe will not be dis- 
turbed, and has a good eflect on the funds. . 

We are impatient for news from Constantino- 
ple, but neither the French courier who left Sem- 
lin to be in readiness to receive the despatches 
from M. Jaubert, nor the ordinary mail, have 





made their appearance, and it is supposed that 
the deep snow interrupts all the communications,

To the Editor of the New York Evening Post. 

Sin,—On seeing the article in your paper last 
evening, headed, Marine Court-—Barbarity— 
I requested my Counsel to state the case fairly, 
as it appeared to him and his friends, and he 
has handed me the inclosed, which, asan act of 
justice to an injured man, please publish. I ship- 
ped Holmes as a cook, and before I did, I asked 
him pointedly, have you clothes enough to be neat 
and clean, for we shall have a long voyage? he 
said yes. On getting to sea, 1 found him wretch- 
edly filthy, so much so that I could not eat 
after him, and my men continually complained. 
I ascertained their complaints were just, and I 
punished the cook, first over his clothes, till I 
discovered him covered with vermin, and then, 
the thought that these might have been, through 
the steward, communicated to my bed and bed- 
ding, roused my passion, and I partly let the 
crew do what they desired. I have long been 
sailor, mate and master, and know the relative 
duties of all, and this is my first law suit. I came 
here in distress, and while refitting to proceed 
with my ship, cargo and men, to Boston, to be 
tried where Lam known, my crew desert me and 
forfeit their wages; a sulky, filthy, lousy old ne- 
gro, who has made dilficulty the whole voyage, 
prosecutes me; I, while sick, am made answer- 
ble, through ignorance, for the acts of my mate, 
my sailors, whom my owners will not discharge 
here, with no friendly feelings, appear against 
me,and a jury unacquainted, I do believe, with 
maritime affairs, fine me $500.

The report of the case published in last even- 
ing’s Post, appears to the counsel for Captain 
Bursley very partial and defective. It leaves 
out all the facts, which place the subject in its 
true light, and so arranges the different batteries, 
without stating the provocations, as todo great 
injustice to Captain Bursley. The facts of the 
case were shortly these:—Captain B. at Liver- 
pool shipped for a cook, a dirty, filthy, lousy, 
colored man, who, when asked, before shipping, 
if he had plenty of clothes, said he had, and yet 
had scarcely a change, and when he first put on 
a clean dress, after they were a month or so 
out, his shirt, which was left on deck, was alive 
with vermin. From the time he first lighted a 
fire in the camboose house to the end of the 
voyage, the men were continually conplaining 
that they could not eat the food he prepared, it 
was half raw, dirty and filthy. The steward, 
the great witness in feeling and testimony against 
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the Captain, complained tiat he could do no- 
thing with the cook. The crew came aft and 
| desired to cob him. It was just before or after 
| thie that his diving shirt was discovered. The 
| Captain then had him examined, and his shirts 
| and pantaloons were fullof vermin. ‘They wtre 
| thrown overboard. His bed and bedding werb 
found almost rotten, and thrown overboard. He 
was now seized up, and on his bare back the 
Captain put one doren with a cowskin, and each 
man on board six, and one, at least, desired to 
give more, but was refused; but for two who 
were sick the mate officiated. He was then 
taken to the lee scuppera, and washed with the 
broom and dressed clean. At one time the 
steward carried a plate of beans to be warmed 
and the cook, thrusting them (as tho stewa 
says) on purpose under his coppers, filled them 
with ashes, and for this he was flogged. When 
on allowance, and the Captain and mates had 
no more than the cook, he, 2 number of times, 
spilt the cabin chocolate, and, as was said, on 
purpose, and for this lis water was lessened, and 
he was flogged; but the next day after he com- 
plained, he was allowed the same as others.— 
| Jt did not, to the best of my recollection, ap- 
| pear that the cook was flogged, except over hie 
| clothes, although complaints were continually 
made against him, till he was found on exami- 
nation to be so lousy, and that this was the 
j only time that he was flogged on his bare back 
by the Captain. It did appear, also, that from 
the time the ship left Boston till she arrived, via 
Liverpool, here, the Captain had corrected only 
the steward and another seaman, who was also 
covered with vermin, and these did not prosecute 
the Captain, which is pretty good proof that they 
deserved it.

The men were coti- 
tinually dissatisfied, and the steward had to cook 
for the cabin, from thence the Captain sent pro- 
vision to the men. The cook, it appeared to 
me, was a sulky negro, not knowing, or know- 
ing, most shamefully neglecting his duty. His 
negligence and filthiness made the men cross, 
and irritated the Captain. He lost command of 
his temper, and violated the laws. An old, 
cleanly looking tar answered, when asked if he 
had had any difficulty with the Captain—No, f 
always did my duty, and none others complain- 
ing, shews the character of Captain Bursley, In 
conclusion, I can safely say that Captain Bursley 
never whipped the cook when he did not deserve 
it—and never immoderately, but when he had 
him washed at the lee scuppers. Had not Cap- 
tain B. had the cook flogged by his men and 
scrubbed, and had he not given hischief mate 
license to do as he chose, (intending no doubt 
to act with all discretion for the Captain in his 
sickness, and not to break fingers and limbs,) 
and thus become, by the court's decision, guilty 
of all batteries committed by his mate, he should 
have been justified.
